Utah 2017 Graduation Rates 


State Graduation Rate Highlights 


e Utah’s statewide graduation rate for the 2017 cohort is 86%. 
e Utah high schools graduated 40,100 students. 
e Over the past five years, Utah’s graduation rate has steadily increased from 81% in 2013 


to 86% in 2017. 
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Current Utah Graduation Rates 


For the 2017 cohort, Utah’s graduation rate was 86.0%. This was 1.4 percentage points higher 
than the 2016 cohort rate of 84.6%. This increase was seen across all student groups except for 
Asians whose graduation rate remained the same. See Appendix A for a general background on 


how graduation rates are calculated.

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Historical Utah Graduation Rates 


Utah’s graduation rate has increased by 5 percentage points over the last five years. In the 
same period, the dropout rate has declined by 5 percentage points. Continuing students and 
other completers have remained fairly constant at about 2-3% of the cohort.

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Economically disadvantaged, English learners, and students with disabilities have all made gains 
in their graduation rates over the past five years. 


Graph 2: Utah Graduation Rate by Student Group, 2013-2017 
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All ethnicities and races have also made gains over the past five years. American Indians had an 
especially notable increase with their graduation rate increasing by 9 percentage points over 
the past 5 years and by 4 percentage points over the last year. The graduation rate for 
Hispanic/Latino and Pacific Islander students also increased significantly over the past 5 years 
with increases of 9 percentage points.

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Appendix A: Background on Graduation Rates 


The Every Student Succeeds Act (ESSA) requires the State to calculate a four-year cohort 

rate. Utah implemented a federally defined cohort graduation rate in 2008. The graduation 
rate for the 2017 cohort includes all students who started ninth grade in the 2013-14 school 
year, plus students who transferred into the Utah public education system after ninth grade. 


Students in the cohort have four possible final outcomes: 
e Graduate 
e Continuing Student 
e Other Completer 
e Dropout 


The “Graduate” category includes students who have earned a basic high school diploma or an 
adult education high school diploma achieved by September 30 following the end of their 
cohort school year.
